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Detailed Financial Report Submitted By Citizens For Exon

Citizens for Ex on, a finance committee which 
helps Gov , J. J, Ex on meet ex penses related to his 
office which he does not believ e shou ld be charged 
to the state, reported Wednesday that it has $13,- 
513.67 in the bank. 


Loren Belker of Lincoln, chairman of the com­ 
mittee, su bmitted a detailed financial report to 
SecreUry of State Allen Beermann which listed 32 
indiv idu al contribu tions totaling $5,465 since April 
of 197 1, when detailed accou nting began. 


Ex penditu res since that time for su ch items as 
gu bernatorial trips, entertainment, postage and 
ev en Univ ersity of Nebraska football tickets for 
gu ests hav e totaled $10,943.62. 
Belker said the new campaign reporting law, 
which becomes effectiv e Sept. 2, does not apply to 
Citizens for Ex on Committee. 
Bu t, he told Beermann in a cov er letter, the 


committee wants to “v olu ntarily comply with the 
spirit of the new legislation." 


Fu rthermore, he said, the detailed report 
shou ld “answer ex aggerated charges which hav e 
been made" abrat the fu nd. 


When Belker took ov er as chairman of the 
committee — which prev iou sly ex isted as a cam­ 
paign fu nd u nit for Ex on in 197 0 — Citizens for 
Ex on had a balance of $18,57 9 56. 
Su ccessfu l fu nd-raising efforts to wipe ou t a 
$36,350 Ex on campaign debt had produ ced $54,925, 
Belker said. 


Some $21,400 was raised at a dinner in Omaha; 
some $7 ,800 came from a pre-inau gu ral champagne 
reception, and $11,800 came from the Nebraska 
Democratic Party when It fu lfilled its commitment 
of $15,000 to the 197 0 gu bernatorial nominee. 


The remaining $13,925 came in the form of in­ 
div idu al contribu tions, Belker said. No detailed 


record of those receipts ex ists, he said, “and it 
probably makes sense for the gov ernor not to know 
who paid them.” 
Althou gh contribu tions since that time hav e 
been indiv idu ally recorded, Belker said, “all, to my 
knowledge, hav e been u nsolicited ” 


Many of the indiv idu al contribu tions came 
from “people who indicated that they wou ld like to 
contribu te to the gov ernor’s fu nd rather than to the 
Democratic Party ," Belker said. 


Belker v iews the contribu tion^ as “ex pressions 
of su pport" for Ex on. 
(The Citizens for Ex on fu nd is separate from 
the Gov ernors Clu b fu nd which is being raised by 
the Democratic Party for campaign financing by 
the 1974 Democratic gu bernatorial nominee. As of 
Ju ly I, that fu nd totaled $32.269 62 i 


Criticism of the Citizens for Ex on fu nd both in 
the press and by the Repu blican Party represents 
“a manu factu red issu e,” Belker said. 


In fact. Belker said, he believ es a rev iew of the 
committee’s ex penditu res will show Nebraskans 
that Ex on is "su ch a good steward of the tax pay er's 
fu nds that he is bending ov er backwards” to pay for 
ex penses associated with his office which Belker 
personally believ es cou ld, in, some cases, be 
ju stified as state ex penditu res. 


"And isn’t it Ironic in Nebraska that 
Repu blicans wou ld accu se Democrats of hav ing too 
mu ch money ? Since when is $13,000 too mu ch 
money ? 


“People who are hav ing great problems finan­ 
cially and morally within their own party are 
manu factu ring this as an issu e If that were not so 
irresponsible, it wou ld be fu nny ." 


If Ex on decides to seek re-election nex t y ear, 
Belker said, the balance in the Citizens for Ex on 
Committee “wou ld become the start of the cam­ 
paign fu nd” 
If the gov ernor were renominated, then fu nds 


in the Gov ernors Clu b wou ld become av ailable to 
him for the general election campaign 


The three largest contribu tions in Belker’s 
report were $2,000 from the laborers International 
I’nion of North America and $500 each from Dale 
Tinstman and Sidney Heilman. Tinstman is presi­ 
dent of First Mid-America. Inc., which emplov ed 
former Gov . Norbert Tiemann after his defeat by 
FAon in 1970. 


The largest ex penditu re was $810 to meet 
ex penses for a seminar condu cted by Citizens for 
Decent Literatu re 


Other ex penses inclu ded $306 15 to send State 
Sen, Ju les Bu rbach of Crofton to Washington to 
represent the gov ernor at a meeting concerning 
beef problems. $52 44 in lu ncheon ex penditu res for 
a bu dget briefing for newly elected state senators, 
and costs associated with conferences for depart­ 
ment heads.

Mandatory Bankru ptcy

"Two ou t of three is not too 
bad for one newspaper article," 
said Cliff Wegner, manager of 
the Firth Cooperativ e elev ator. 
Wegner did not get any box 
cars or hopper cars for his 
elev ator, bu t an article in 
Wednesday ’s Star noting a lack 
of cars at Nebraska elev ators on 
the Bu rhngton Railroad was 
credited with produ cing cars for 
the elev ators at Hickman and 
Roca. 
“We hav e been promised fou r 
cars today and I u nderstand that 
Roca is to get three cars. The 
paper has been a tremendou s 
help in getting u s cars and we ap­ 
preciate it becau se we were get­ 
ting into a real financial bind," 
said Don McNeese, manager of 
the elev ator at Hickman. 
A spokesman at the Roca 
elev ator said they receiv ed their 
three cars Wednesday afternoon. 
G ord on G anka of th e 
Nebraska Pu blic Serv ice Com­ 
mission said the three elev ators 
had been shorted cars becau se of 
a series of problems that delay ed 
traffic on the Bu rlington. 
“They lost some trackage 
becau se of floods and were 
rebu ilding track in the Hu m­ 
boldt area, which delay ed the 
trains. They promised to deliv er 
cars from Lincoln bu t y ou r arti­ 
cle hit the nail on the head when 
y ou reported that empty cars

were going right by the elev ators 
from the north also," he said. 
The managers of the three 
elev ators had complained that 
their elev ators were u nable to 
obtain cars to ship grain to Kan­ 
sas City , which resu lted in wheat 
produ cers’ getting 20 cents a 
bu shel less for their crop than 
farmers whose elev ator was 
located on the Union Pacific or 
the Missou ri Pacific Railroad. 
Wegner said he still had 30 
cars on order bu t had a critical 
need for 10 cars to mov e wheat 
that was sold on a rail basis. “We 
are tru cking as fast as we can bu t 
we really need those 10 cars bad­ 
ly . Perhaps they felt we had 


gotten a few more cars than 
Roca or Hickman did or may be 
it was becau se y ou didn’t u se my 
name in the story ,” he said. 


Mrs. Nanco N iev een, a 
spokesman for the Sterling 
Grain Co., also called to thank 
the paper for the story . “We 
want y ou to know that all the 
elev ators on the line are 
benefiting from the story . We 
u nderstand from ou r depot 
agent that we will all get one or 
two cars each,” she said. 
Mrs. Niev een said the Sterling 
elev ator had u sed a car that had 
shipped in lu mber to ship ou t 
grain. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In an historic 
challenge to claims of presidential power, 
a federal district ju dge Wednesday 
ordered President Nix on to produ ce 
tapes of White Hou se conv ersations on 
Watergate for priv ate ju dicial inspection. 
Nix on promptly refu sed 
Chief Ju dge John J Sirica issu ed the 
order and simu ltaneou sly su spended its 
effect to giv e the WTiite Hou se time to 
appeal 
In a statement from San Clemente, 
Calif., barely two hou rs later, the White 
Hou se said Nix on’s lawy ers “are now 
considering the possibility of obtaining 
appellate rev iew or how otherwise to su s­ 
tain the President’s position” 
No other possible step ex cept'appeal 
was mentioned by the N^ite Hou se. 
The statement said it was Nix on's posi­ 
tion that he mu st u phold the con­ 
stitu tional separation of powers and con­ 
fidentiality of presidential conv ersations 
and "conseq u ently will not comply with 
this order” 


The decision fell short of the req u est by 
special Watergate prosecu tor Archibald 
Cox that the tapes be presented to the 
grand ju ry inv estigating the scandal. 
Bu t Sirca’s demand that he inspect the 
tapes priv ately represented a sharp 
defeat for the President, ev en thou gh it is 
su bject to appeal. White Hou se lawy ers 
had argu ed that the President is bey ond 
the reach of any su ch order from a cou rt, 
regardless of who is to do the inspecting. 
Sou ght by Cox , and in a parallel su it by 
the Senate Watergate committee, are 
tape recordings Nix on made of conv er­ 
sations in his office with key aides. 


Testim ony at Senate W atergate 
hearings has led inv estigators to conclu de 
the tapes cou ld show whether or not 
Nix on knew of the Watergate cov er-u p. 
Disclosu re of the secret tapes was made 
by a former White Hou se official in 
Senate testimony Ju ly 23. 
That disclosu re prompted the civ il law 
su its seeking the tapes. 
In his 23-page opinion, Sirica granted 
that there is su ch a thing as a presidential 
ex ecu tiv e priv ilege against produ cing 
ev idence in the interest of preserv ing con­ 
fidentiality of presidential discu ssions. 


Bu t in a key section of his opinion, he 
declared that the ju diciary , not the Presi­ 
dent, mu st be the ju dge of whether that 
priv ilege is properly inv oked. 
"For the cou rts to abdicate this role to 
presidents or any one else, to make each 
officer the ju dge of his own priv ilege, 
wou ld dishonor the geniu s of ou r con­ 
stitu tional sy stem and breed u nbearable 
abu se," Sirica said. 
The ju dge added that he intended no 
su ggestion that Nix on cou ld not be 
tru sted as the ju dge of his own priv ilege. 
Bu t he said he feared that su ch a prece­ 
dent "might permit or encou rage some 


fu tu re high ex ecu tiv e officer to become a 
despot” 
First reaction from the Western White 
Hou se at San Clemente was "no com­ 
ment" from a press spokesman. 
Cox pronou nced him self "v ery 
pleased" by the decision "If appellate 
rev iew is sou ght, we will do ev ery thing 
possible to ex pedite the proc eedings." he 
added. 
The ex pected White Hou se appeal 
wou ld presu mably go to the U S. (’ou rt of 
Appeals for the District of Colu mbia — 
located u pstairs from Sirica’s cou rt 
Sirica conclu ded that there can be no 
ex ception, ev en for presidents, when a 
cou rt seeks to enforce compu lsory 
process, the term signify ing the cou rt's 
power to compel su ch things as produ c­ 
tion of ev idence and testimony . 
It was this point particu larly which was 
the direct challenge to the President who. 
in his Ju ly 25 letter rejecting the su b­ 
poena said, "I follow the ex ample of a 
long line of my predecessors as president 
of the United States who hav e consistent­ 
ly adhered to the position that the presi­ 
dent is not su bject to compu lsory process 
from the cou rts” 


Thu s, while Sirica established to his 
own satisfaction that he had ju risdiction 
ov er the tapes, their u ltimate fate 
remained in q u estion. "The cou rt is simp­ 
ly u nable to decide the q u estion of 
priv ilege withou t inspecting the tapes.’’ 
he said 
He said a priv ate inspection by a ju dge 
may constitu te in itself a compromise of 
priv ilege, bu t "an ex tremely limited in­ 
fraction and in this case an u nav oidable 
one." 


The two points decided by Sirica, his 
basic ju risdiction ov er the q u estion of 
priv ilege and his power to enforce Cox ’s 
su bpoena, presu mably will u ltimately 
reach the U.S. Su preme Cou rt whichev er 
way the appeals cou rt decision goes. 
President Nix on has pledged to abide 
by a "definitiv e” decision by the highest 
cou rt. If Sirica’s opinion Wednesday is u l­ 
timately u pheld, his fu tu re determination 
on whether the tapes are priv ileged 
wou ld, presu mably , also be appealed 


Accord ng to Sirica’s research the su b­ 
poena and his order mark only the second 
time in history in which a cou rt has 
directed a su bpoena to the President. 
The first, in a famou s and often-cited 
case was issu ed in 1807 by Chief Ju stice 
John Marshall, then sitting according to 
the practice of the day as a circu it ju stice 
presiding in Richmond. Va., ov er the 
treason trial of former Vice President 
Aaron Bu rr. 
Marshall called on President Thomas 
Jefferson to produ ce a letter bearing on 
the trial. Jefferson, while dispu ting the 
cou rt’s au thority to issu e a su bpoena 
against the President, produ ced the 
letter. 
Obscenity Case Mistrial Move Rejected

A motion for a mistrial in the obscenity case in 
which John Serafine is charged with fou r cou nts of 
selling or possessing obscene items was ov erru led 
Wednesday by Lancaster Cou nty Ju dge Ralph 
Slocu m. 


Defense attorney s for Serafine made the mo­ 
tion after a witness su bpoened by the prosecu tion 
responded to a q u estion as to why he terminated 
his employ ment with the Adu lt Book Store. 


Arthu r Sheldon, former manager of the Lin­ 
coln Adu lt Book stores and a former district 
manager ov er su ch stores in three cities, said that 
he terminated “becau se of a few reasons; first of 
all, there was some mention of dru gs.” 
Defense cou nsel Ed Rawls of Champaign, 111., 
argu ed that the statement was “preju dicial and in- 
flamatory ” and that he didn’t feel that he cou ld 
achiev e a fair trial for his client u nder the cir­ 
cu mstances. 
^ 


Howev er, Chief Depu ty Cou nty Attorney Ron 
Lahners contended that there was no mention of 
any dru g connection with the defendant and no 
allegation that he had committed a crime inv olv ing 
the u se of dru gs. 


Ju dge Slocu m ov erru led the motion and in­ 
stru cted the ju ry to disregard the q u estion which 
was withdrawn by the prosecu tion and the answer 
which was ordered stricken from the record. 
Du ring testimony Wednesday , Police Det. 
Roger K. LaPage testified that he v isited the store 
at 11th and N on Dec. 29 and pu rchased for $6.21 a 
magazine entitled “Sex and Violence” and that on 
Dec. 30 he pu rchased at the store at 2701 Holdrege 
a plastic or ru bber male sex organ for $12 plu s tax . 


On cross-ex amination, he testified that in 
neither ev ent did Serafine, who sold the items to 
him, direct him to pu rchase the items. 


Detectiv e Arthu r Wagner testified that on Jan. 


2 he pu rchased fr^m the store at 27 01 Holdrege a 


magazine entitled “Fou r Play ” for $6 plu s tax . 
PoUce Capt. Pau l Jacobson told the ju rors that 
on Jan. 3 he and Lt. LaPage went to the store at 
2701 Holdrege and adv ised Serafine that they were 
police officers and at that time arrested the defen­ 
dant and remov ed with the consent of Serafine a 
projector and film which was being shown for 25 
cents per minu te at the store. 
Each of the items and the film were admitted 
into ev idence and shown to the ju ry of three 
women and three men, who are ex pected to hear 
all the remaining testimony Thu rsday . 


Serafine, 22, of 27 32 0, is charged with selling 
an obscene book Dec. 29, 197 2, with selhng an 
obscene article Dec. 30, 197 2, with selling an 
obscene book Jan. 2 and with being in possession of 
an obscene mov ie film Jan. 3.

MEXICO G TY (APi - Of­ 
ficials of the stricken states said 
Wednesday night the death toll 
from Mexico’s earthquake could 
reach 1,000 when bodies of vic­ 
tims are recovered from beneath 
masses of rubble.

As m ight be ex pected, Ex on has receiv ed som e partisan 
criticism . Critics hav e said that the gov ernor is seeking 
political adv antage by erecting safety signs at state ex pense 
th at prom ote his own cam paign for office. 
If Ex on is prom oting himself with th e billboards, he is 
not doing so at state ex pense, since the boards w ere donated 
by the adv ertising firm and its cu stom ers. And the decision 
to u se the gov ernor’s pu tu re was m ade by people other than 
the gov ernor on the basis of what wou ld be the most effec­ 
tiv e sign. 
★ 
That the signs may be to the political adv antgage of the 
gov ernor is an obv iou s thing bu t that the gov ernor is su bject 
to criticism for the signs is obv iou s nonsense. Also in the 
sam e nonsense category is the GOP attack against Ex on for 
his cam paign re-election fu nd. 
W hether or not Ex on has a cam paign re-election fu nd 
and how m u ch it contains are nothing of pu blic concern at 
the m om ent. The gov ernor has no legal nor m oral obligation 
w hatsoev er to disclose the fu nd, as the G O P is try ing to in­ 
sinu ate. 
Nor is there is any basis for criticising the gov ernor for 
pu tting into his fu nd m oney he m ight hav e receiv ed as a 
speaking honorariu m . The gov ernor reports one su ch 
honorariu m was placed in the fu nd bu t later taken ou t. 


★ 
The gov ernor can pu t w hatev er fu nds he wants that are 
at his personal disposal into the re-election coffers. The re- 
election money will com e u nder scru tiny only when and if 
the gov ernor seeks pu blic office with those fu nds. 
Then, the gov ernor will be obliged u nder the law to 
m ake appropriate di.sclosu re of the sou rce of his cam paign 
contribu tions and how they are spent. W hat the GOP is 
try ing to do is to m ake som ething look illegal or im m oral 
w hen, in fact, it is neither. 
At the gathering in connection w ith the Au gu st safety 
cam paign, the gov ernor was present and m ade some com ­ 
m ents. it was at that tim e that this w riter becam e a little 
m ore aw are of why Ex on is as popu lar as he is. 
He is not popu lar becau se he is ou tstandingly intelligent, 
as he is no m ore so than any of u s. He is not especially in­ 
nov ativ e or ev en the m ost polished speaker arou nd. 
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til mo^es eflu rilessly am ong a 
crowd, shilling ,aiias, siinu ng and talking abou t m atters of 
ev ery day concern to people. 


He still listens to his staff, to the v ariou s adm inistrators 
w ithin the fram ew ork of state gov ernm ent. He is m ore sen­ 
sitiv e to criticism than the av erage office-holder bu t he is 
willing to com prom ise an issu e if he thinks that is the m ost 
he can get. 


It may not appear this way when he encou nters the 
Legislatu re head-on bu t su ch is still ou r assessm ent. And the 
gov ernor has w hat is known in the trade as a “ gu t” feeling 
for w hat people want and don’t want. Ex on isn’t lacking in 
ability , by any m eans, bu t it is his personal characteristics 
that m ake him rise abov e the crowd.

One wonders if there is really any kind of mid­ 
dle grou nd in U S. political affairs. The Lincoln 
Star has not been especially u nderstanding of 
President Nix on's approach to Watergate bu t it can 
be said that, once the ev ent became pu blic 
knowledge, there might hav e been no acceptable 
ou t for the President.

You may remember the big deal made, 
howev er, ou t of Nix on’s apparent shov ing of 
presidential press secretary Ron Ziegler du nng a 
recent trip in the Sou th, Some colu mnists and com­ 
mentators hav e criticized the President for that dis­ 
play of annoy ance. Reporters hav e tended to imply 
with their qu estions that the action was an u n­ 
forgiv able insu lt to Ziegler. 
One Washington P(» t writer, as a resu lt of the 
Ziegler shov ing deal, has referred to Nix on as El 
Flippo We totally agree that it might be better for 
Nix on if he were a little more plain and ordinary in 
his actions and reactions. 
Bu t can y ou imagine the hu e and cry that 
wou ld go u p if Nix on came ou t in pu blic with a 
profane word or two? And the interpretations that 
wou ld be placed on this wou ld stretch the imagina­ 
tion bey ond the breaking point. 
Additionally , su ch simply is not the sty le of the 
man and we ou ght to be a little less critical than we 
are of any president’s personal sty le. He is entitled

Neither the President nor the 
v ice pre s id e nt has m a d e 
Richardson’s task v ery easy . The 
President has said pu blicly that 
the time has come to leav e the 
Watergate mess to the cou rts, 
bu t at the same time he has 
denied the cou rts the power to 
compel release of the tapes that 
might contain the c ritic a l 
ev idence of criminal activ ity . 
More than that, the President 
has refu sed the compromise of 
allowing Ju dge Sirica to ex amine 
the tapes in priv ate, so as to get 
at the criminal ev idence withou t 
destroy ing the confidentiaUty of 
"national secu rity " information. 
There is another awkward 
situ ation. Speaking of th e 
Watergate inv estigation on last 
April 17, the President said: 


"If a ny perso n in the ex ecutiv e 
bra nch o r in the g o v ernment is 
indicted by the g ra nd jury , my 
po licy will be to immedia tely 
suspend him. If he is co nv icted, 
he

This is the President’s princi­ 
ple and promise, bu t wou ld he, 
or cou ld he, apply it to Agnew if 
the latter were indicted in the 
Baltimore case?

These qu estions, oi cou rse, are 
not u p for immediate decision,

State Fuel Allocation Still In Doubt 


By JIM PRATT 
Star Staff Writer 
The city should reconsider its 
opposition to development of the 
Stevens Creek watershed area, 
the Lincoln Chamber of 
Commerce board of directors 
agreed Wednesday 


The board endorsed a report 
by a subcommittee of their 
economic development to face 
squarely and accept a policy of 
future planned and quality 
growth so that it can be in the 
continual position of controlling 
such growth .. 


"The development of the 
Stevens Creek area or other 
areas of the city should be done 
on a basis of accommodation 
and control,, 
the sub­ 
committee report continued. 
In accordance with this, the 
subcommittee 
recommended 
and the board agreed that the 
city should compare the costs of 
extending utilities into the 
Stevens (Teek area with costs of 
extending utilities into the north, 
northwest and west areas out­ 
side the city. 
Barriers i’iled 
(.’ity planners have favored 
development in these latter 
areas before Stevens Creek 


development was undertaken. 
The subcommittee argued that 
barriers to development in the»e 
areas, such as the Interstate, 
other highways and substantial 
industrial zoning, made prior 
development of the Stevens 
Creek area more attractive. 


If the city cannot undertake 
extending utilities at public cost 
to either Stevens Creek or the 
north, northwest and west areas, 
the report argued, the city 
should consider establishing 
sanitary improvement districts 
to defray the initial public costs 
of installing utilities. 


This also would encourage 
private development to the 
north, northwest and west, the 
subcommittee says. 
Another recommendation ap­ 
proved by the board would urge 
the city to move with all due 
speed to construct the proposed 
Northeast Waste Treatment 
Facility. 
Eliminate Lagoon 
If done, this possibly would 
eliminate the Havelock lagoon 
system and accommodate 
existing industry and industrial 
sites, the recommendation said. 
In its report, the subcom­ 
mittee said if city planning is not 


more progressive, surrounding 
communities such as Waverly, 
t^gle and Hickman will be sub­ 
jected to tremendous growth 
demands which will be difficult 
to handle. 


In addition, the city would 
have no control over this situa­ 
tion nor gain tax money from the 
growth, the report argued. 
The board also endorsed a 
recommendation from its 
economic development com­ 
mittee to support the request by 
the Tabitha Development Corp. 
for zoning in the Stevens Creek 
area. The board noted this was a 
departure from normal chamber 
policy shunning individual 
zoning endorsements. 
In other action, the board gave 
its blessing to a proposed project 
which would place various sculp­ 
tures along Interstate 80 com­ 
memorating the nation’s 
bicentennial. 
UnveUing In 1976 
If the project is completed as 
discussed by Tom Yates, who 
headed a subcommittee of the 
chamber’s convention and 
tourism committee which 
explored the idea, the sculptures 
would be unveiled at rrat stops 
along the Interstate on July 4, 
1976.

Baking Firm Agrees To Refund 
$52,000 On Overpriced Goods

$52,000 to retailers in eight states 
who purchased overpriced 
bakery goods. 


IRS Regional Director W. T. 
Coppinger said the government 
notified Campbell Taggart, Inc., 
on July 18 that listed prices were 
not in accordance with economic 
stabilization guidelines on 49 
baked goods. 


The firm operates 68 bakeries 
nationally and produces Rainbo, 
Manor and Colonial namebrand 
products. 
The refunds will be made to 
grocers in Texas, New Mexico, 
Colorad, Iowa, Arkansas, 
Nebraska, V irginia and 
Michigan. 
Coppinger said consumers 
would not be able to demand 
refunds from the retailers until 
it was determined if the illegal 
price hikes were passed on by 
the grocers.

thesized a gene which is a co py 
o f o ne fo und in the bacterium es- 
cherichia co li — o r E. co b. as it 
is called. This bacterium co m­

o f humans and animals. 
Agarwal repo rted that wo rk is 
co mplete o n the sy nthesis o f the 
126-unit gene ex cept fo r tho se 
po rtio ns which will serv e as start 
and sto p signals fo r the cell in 
ex tracting the gene's info rma­ 
tio n. 
The scientists are no t sure y et 
what co mbinatio n o f chemicals 
make a gene issue "o rders"

in sto pping such bio lo gical

Once they figure this o ut then 
they can attach the pro per 
chemical signals to the end o f 
their artificial gene and in­ 
tro duce it into E.-co li to study its 
functio n, Agarwal ex plained.

“Lin co ln has alway s b een sho rt o f secretaries,” 
said Sterlin g Mau s, o wn er an d o p erato r o f Bo o mer’s 
Perso n n el Cen ter. "I’m so u sed to it I do n ’t thin k 
an y thin g ab o u t it. That’s ju st ho w it is . . . it’s a fact o f 
life.” 


But o thers co ncerned with lo ca ting secreta ries 
ha v e o bserv ed the lo ca l situa tio n wo rsen in the pa st six 
to eig ht mo nths. 


It’s all p art o f a n atio n al tren d. While the 
ty p ewriter an d sten o p ad are n o less imp o rtan t in a 
smo o th ru n n in g o ffice these day s (desp ite the in ­ 
tro du ctio n o f v ario u s techn o lo g ical machin ery ), mo re 
an d mo re y o u n g wo men are sp u min g the b u sin ess o f­ 
fice an d p u rsu in g p ro fessio n al careers an d co lleg e 
edu catio n s.

Lincoln Auto Accident Rote Up 25% 


Autos are being smashed up 
on Lincoln streets at an un­ 
precedented rate so far this year, 
according to Lincoln Police 
Department statistics. 


According to Assistant fTilef 
Willis Manchester, 3,529 ac­ 
cidents have been reported 
through the end of .luly. The 
total is 257c ahead of last year’s 
record-breaking total of 2,803 for 
the same period. 


Manchester says there is no 
one thing on which the increase 
can be blamed. However, he said 
bad weather probably was a fac­ 
tor in the huge jump in accident 
totals for January of this year 
In January of this year 848 ac­ 
cidents were reported compared 
to 414 in January of 1972 


Another reason for the large

total, Manchester said, might he 
simply that there are more cars 
on the city’s streets.

Leak Develops; 
People Forced 
To Evacuate 
MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - At 
least 100 persons were evacuated 
from their homes Tuesday when 
a leak developed in an 8-inch 
natural gas pipeline, authorities 
said 
Fire officials said persons 
living abtiut eight miles 
southwest of the Memphis sub­ 
urb of WTiitehaven were ordered 
to evacuate as a precautionary 
measure No explosion or fire 
occurred, firemen said. 
Traffic on nearby II S. 61 also 
was rerouted around the area. 
Authorities said a private con­ 
tractor doing grading and 
leveling work accidentally hit 
the pipeline, causing the leak. 
Crews shut off the gas at the 
main valve so repairs could be 
made 


that the soaring accident rate is 
beginning to “ taper off,’’ 
Manchester said, through the ef­ 
forts of officers working over­ 
time in the Fatal Accident 
Reduction 
Enforcem ent 
(FARE) project 
The officers in the program 
are paid with federal funds to 
work overtime policing busy 
streets and intersections. 


While police are searching for 
new ways to cut down the auto 
accident rate, they are watching 
with pleasure as the bicycle acci­ 
dent rate drops. At the end of 
July this year it vlas down 23% 
from last year’s total for the 
same period. 


The total of bicycle accidents 
this year is 52, compared with 68 
last year. Manchester said the 
decrease probably can be at­ 
tributed to “more awareness” 
on the part of the auto driver 
and cyclist 
In addition, Manchester said, 
the number of tickets written for 
bicycle violations is up 17 2%, 
showing, he said, how law en­ 
forcement ( an cause a decrease 
in the accident rate 


Another rising statistic that is 
causing police concern Is the 
number of motorcycle accidents. 


That total dropped dramatical­ 
ly last year after the Lincoln City 
Council passed an ordinance in 
May requiring motorcyclists to 
keep their headlights on at all 
tim«. From 200 accidents In 
1971, the total plummeted to 140 
in 1972 
This year, however, the rate 
has begun climbing again. 
Manchester said 94 motorcycle 
accidents have been reported 
this year compared to 82 last 
year, an increase of about 13%.

That law, which becomes

Smith, the fav orite for the top 
prize of $S5,000 following his 
fiv e-set defeat of Nastase in the 
recent Dav is Cup interzone 
finals at Alamo, Calif., conc« l- 
ed he had not play ed v wll.

no demonstration that would 
touch off v iolence in Winner 
Sturg^ said there were “a mul­ 
titude of rumors circulating.”

FCC Reports 
25% Failing 
1st Bar Exam 


Washington (UPI) — Ab out 
one of ev ery four law graduates 
hired b y the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission (FCC) 
last year failed his first b ar 
examination, the Bureau of 
National Affairs (BNA) reported 
Wednesday. 
John M. Torb et, the FCC’s 
executiv e director, said an in­ 
v estigation was b eing conducted. 
Lawyers hired b y the gov ern­ 
ment are not required to go 
through the civ il serv ice system, 
b ut must pass either the District 
of Columb ia or a state b ar 
examination within 14 months of 
their employment. 
The BNA, which prov ides 
legal and financial adv ise for 
b usinessmen, said documents on 
file with a House commerce sub ­ 
committee showed the FCC was 
one of the lowest-scoring agen­ 
cies in the gov ernment in terms 
of law school graduates passing 
the b ar examination.

Announced By Butz 


Amarillo, Tex. (UPl) — U.S 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 
Wednesday announced the 1974 
feed grain program, but said it 
“ really isn't a program at all ” 
Butz handed out copies of the 
program during a stop in the 
Texas 
panhandle. 
From 
Amarillo, he went to Bushland, 
Tex., with U.S. Rep. Bob Price, 
R-Tex., to inspect a cattle feed 
lot and a farm research center. 


“ At a time when we are losing 
one million acres a year it’s hard 
to feed more and more people," 
Rutz told workers at the 
research center. 


“ There vill be no set-aside 
requirement and no restriction 
on planting for the 1974 crop 
program," Butz told farmers and 
agri-businessmen in Amarillo as 
he announced the feed grain 
program. 
“ There will be no conserving 
base requirement for the 1974 
through 1977 crop years, the 
duration of the Agriculture and 


Consumer 
197.3” 
Protection Act of 


Rutz said these same 
provisions were announced .Aug. 
16 for the 1974 wheat program. 
He said barley would be in­ 
cluded in the feed grain 
program. 


The new legislation provides 
for establishing allotments for 
feed grains in the same fashion 
as for wheat The allotment for 
1974 was set at 89 million acres 
The allotment for feed gram was 
approximately 68% of the base 
acreage used in former feed 
grain programs 
“ However, any payments will 
be paid on the full allotment, 
whereas, previously payments 
were based on only 50% of the 
feed gram base,” Butz said 
“ The feed grain allotment for 
1974 does not represent a limit 
on acreage, but is computed only 
for the purpose of distributing 
payments to producers should 
such payments be required.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The

Wednesday to make more 
money available for home 
mortgages by doubling the 
amount of large certificates of 
deposit that savings and loan 
associations may issue. 
The Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board increased from 5 to 10 per 
cent the share of total savings 
deposits that can be in the large 
certificates. 
The large certificates are 
issued on deposits of more than 
$100,000 and are not subject to 
government-imposed 
interest 
rate ceilings. 
Board chairman Thomas R. 
Bomar said savings and loan 
associations have been at a dis­ 
advantage in competing for the 
large savings deposits. The 
associations are a major source 
of home mortgage funds. 
On passbook accounts, the 
kind used by most small savers, 
savings and loan associations can 
pay 5V* per cent interest. Home 
mortgate rates on new loans are 
averaging about nine per cent 
now nationally, Bomar has es­ 
timated. 


W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) - 
Spokesmen for the home 
building industry urged the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
on Wednesday to allow for con­ 
tinued residential and commer­ 
cial development in their 
proposed rules to protect clean 
air. 


They appeared at a public 
hearing called by EPA to help it 
determine how to carry out a 
court order barring “ significant 
deterioration" of pure air.
